Jail for the farmer 
who wrecked cyclist’s 
Paralympic dream 


A DRUNKEN 
farmer who collided 
with a multi-medal 
Paralympian cyclist, 
training for the 
London Games, has 
been jailed for 18 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

After the incident on 
Crack Hill on the A48 
near Bridgend, 60-year- 
old Edward Adams left 
the scene, returning to his 
home at Cross Farm, 
Pentre Meurig and parked 
his vehicle in a field, hop¬ 
ing police would not spot 
it. 

Adams, who was also 
banned from driving for 
five years, had been 
found guilty at Newport 
Crown Court of danger¬ 
ous driving. 

He had admitted fail¬ 
ing to stop after an acci¬ 
dent and driving with 
excess alcohol. 

When he was sen¬ 
tenced at Cardiff Crown 
Court last week, Judge 
Daniel Williams praised 
the “quiet dignity” of 
double gold medallist, 
cyclist Simon Richardson 
of Porthcawl, who suf¬ 
fered seven fractures and 
a punctured bowel after 
being thrown 26 metres. 

Mr Richardson was 
training when Adams 
drove into the back of his 
bike in his Peugeot van in 
August last year. 

The court heard that 
Adams had bad eyesight. 
He left the scene after Mr 
Richardson suffered 
injuries which required 
surgery and could leave 
him paralysed. 

When Adams got 
home, he poured himself 
a glass of whiskey. 

He claimed that he was 
blinded by sunlight and 
suffered a bout of sneez¬ 
ing before the crash. He 
also said at his trial that he 
thought he had hit a 
sheep. 

Said the Judge: “When 
you got behind the wheel 
of your van on August 17 
last year at 8.45am, you 
were drunk. Two-and-a- 
half hours later, you were 
over twice the legal alco¬ 
hol limit.” 


He said he then drove 
five miles to obtain oil 
and returned along the 
A48, a long, straight road. 

Going east was Mr 
Richardson on his bike, 
training for the London 
Paralympics. He was 
wearing bright coloured 
clothing and visibility 
was ideal. 

But Adams didn’t see 
him, and drove straight 
into the back of the cycle, 
throwing the rider for¬ 
ward. 

Another motorist indi¬ 
cated that Adams should 
stop. He then claimed he 
had been blinded by sun¬ 
light and was distracted 
by sneezing, but these 
assertions were untrue, 
said the Judge. 

The Judge said his 
reaction to the action was 
telling. He stopped for a 
short time before leaving 
the scene, knowing he 
had caused the accident 
and had driven into Mr 
Richardson. 

The Judge said that 
when the police arrived at 
his farm, he was drinking 
a glass of whisky and 
even denied driving the 
van that morning.

The Judge said that Mr 
Richardson’s reaction to 
what happened was noth¬ 
ing less than humbling. 

“His reaction was to 
face the consequences, 
which you have failed to 
do.” 

The court heard that in 
Beijing, Mr Richardson 
had won two golds and a 
silver medal. After the 
case, outside court, he 


said: “At times it’s hard to 
cope with it.” 

Mr Richardson had lit 
the cauldron in Cardiff at 
this year’s Paralympics, 
and been awarded the 
MBE. 

He said his main aim 
now was to focus on the 
future and the next 
Paralympics in Rio.

Our members were, 
however, bemused to 
have read an article in 
the press last week by 
Suzy Davies AM,headed 
'Time for change in 
regeneration of seaside 
town', sentiments with 
which we totally agree. 
Unfortunately, as we 


understand the situation, 
BCBC has entered into 
an owner’s agreement 
with the Evans families, 
which precludes devel¬ 
opment of the sort sug¬ 
gested. 

We believe the best 
Porthcawl can expect in 
the foreseeable future is 
a site at Hillsborough 
Place designated for a 
food store, a new road 
system around the 
Eastern Promenade and, 
when that is completed, 
an area of land designat¬ 
ed for a leisure facility, 
which the authorities are 
careful to describe as for 
all-weather leisure use, 
and not a sports com¬ 
plex, and certainly not 
the swimming pool that 
we have been pressing 
the authorities to provide 
for years. 

We agree with all the 
comments about the des¬ 
perate need for an all- 


weather facility. 

Porthcawl SHOUT 
recently produced a 
proposition for the use 
of Sandy Bay Caravan 
site, another major asset 
neglected for years. It is 
hoped that we will be 
meeting soon with First 
Minister Carwyn Jones 
on site, to discuss this 
matter further. 

Porthcawl SHOUT 
welcomes the interest 
shown by Suzy Davies 
in the affairs of our town 
and would welcome a 
visit from her to discuss 
the matter further. 

Unfortunately, actions 
speak louder than words 
and we believe the truth 
is that Porthcawl’s 
regeneration over the 
next few years is only 
likely to consist of the 
harbour marina project, 
our lighthouse 
revamped, a new road 
system around the

Denied a disability badge 


I T was with great 
interest that I 
read your recent 
article on the new 
Blue Badge parking 
scheme. 

Having had a 
badge since 2009,1 
too felt that the sys¬ 
tem needed updating 
- but, more to the 
point, that the polic¬ 
ing of it be more 
aggressive, particu¬ 
larly in Cowbridge. 

I was recently amazed 
to see an officer ask a 
non-badge motorist 
parked in the disability 
bays in the High Street, 
who had already been 
shopping in Tesco, how 
long she would be - as 


the person needed to go 
to the newsgents! What 
sort of signal does this 
give? 

Unless offences are 
met with their respec¬ 
tive charges, they will 
reoccur indefinitely - 
as it already happens in 
this location and also 
the main car parks in 
the Vale. 

My main reason for 
writing is that when I 
needed to re-apply for 
my badge (and I had my 
doctor’s support for 
this) I was told that I 
would not have my 
badge renewed. 

I had failed the new 
strict criteria: namely, I 
could walk 150metres - 
the stipulated criteria 
being lOOmetres.

I would like to ask 
your readers to join us 
in calling for greater 
recognition and support 
for people with disabili¬ 
ties and carers. 

We don’t get a penny 
from government, but 
rely on the compassion 
and generosity of our 
supporters to keep on 
providing our vital serv¬ 
ices - so please help us.

There are no provi¬ 
sions for other disabili¬ 
ties. I am 69 and have 
had two knee replace¬ 
ments, plus a further 
remedial on one - three 
in all; a hip replace¬ 
ment; a kidney removed 
due to cancer; and now 
an incisional hernia due 
to that operation. 

I am waiting for a con¬ 
sultant’s appointment 
for further treatment - 
these all within the last 
four years. 

While I find it diffi¬ 
cult some days to walk 
even 50 metres, I have 
been truthful, unlike 
some others who have 
obtained badges by 
being economical with 
the truth, of whom I 
know several. 

The department that 
issues them cannot, or 
will not, do anything 
about it. 

My reason for apply¬ 
ing for the badge is that, 
due to my disabilities, I 
need to open my car 
door to its full extent, to 
enable me to exit and 
enter the driving or pas¬ 
senger seats. 

The normal parking 
spaces will not allow 


this but the disabled 
spaces do! 

This affects my basic 
human right to lead as 
much of a normal life as 
possible, going shop¬ 
ping, visits to doctor, 
trips and, most of all, 
my regular visits to 
Velindre for ongoing 
drug trials and observa¬ 
tions. 

It is only right that 
those who have severe 
difficulties in walking 
are the main criteria, but 
there are many, like 
myself, with other dis¬ 
abilities, who need the 
simple aid of a Blue 
Badge to allow them to 
try topursue a near to 
normal life. 

I’m sure that Dame 
Tanni Grey-Thompsom 
, Help the Aged, 
Mobility Wales, the 
Disabled Association 
and any person with a 
degree of commonsense 
and fairness would 
agree with my senti¬ 
ments.. 

Please, I need that 
badge - it’s a real life¬ 
line.

Energy grants scheme 
brings old community 
halls into 21st century

COMMUNITY 
buildings deemed 
energy-inefficient in 
Bridgend are 

among scores across 
Wales’ former min¬ 
ing areas that are 
set to receive a help¬ 
ing hand in being 
brought up to 21st 
century standards. 

Grants of up to 
£25,000 are being award¬ 
ed by The Coalfields 
Regeneration Trust 
(CRT) in Wales in a bid 
to save community 
organisations money, 
make them more sustain¬ 
able and reduce their car¬ 
bon footprint. 

The Welsh 

Government-funded 
Coalfields Greener 
Communities pro¬ 
gramme will invest 
money in new insulation, 
heating systems and 
other energy efficiency 
and waste management 
measures, while groups 
running the buildings 
will also get help through 
energy audits and behav¬ 
iour change workshops 
teaching them how to 
think greener. 

“Many community 
buildings are extremely 
inefficient in terms of 
their ability to both gen¬ 


erate and retain heat and 
energy,” said CRT 
Operations Manager Sian 
Sykes. 

“Lots of these building 
are very large with one 
central heating system, 
which means you have to 
heat the whole building 
to run a small meeting. 

“Many buildings are 
not double glazed or are 
one large room with high 
ceilings, have extremely 
old and inefficient boil¬ 
ers, are heated solely by 
electric heaters, and are 
often so poorly insulated 
that having the heating 
on barely impacts on 
comfort.” 

The behaviour change 
workshops are designed 
to help people under¬ 
stand technical issues - 
such as how thermostatic 
controls work - to reduce 
their costs and energy 
use. 

“We know there are 
many sources of support 
for home owners and 
landlords to make houses 
more efficient, but 
there’s a gap when it 
comes to community 
buildings,” Sian Sykes 
added. 

“So we’re aiming to 
provide finance and sup¬ 
port to organisations 
which are finding it 
increasingly difficult to 


pay for their gas and 
electricity and to keep 
community activities 
viable. 

“CRT has always 
looked to support sus¬ 
tainability for our former 
coalfield communities - 
we need to make sure 
that our community 
buildings are energy effi¬ 
cient and well used 
throughout the year. 

“This programme will 
hopefully both reduce 
carbon use and reduce 
running costs for these 
community venues to 
ensure that they are still 
here long into the 
future.”

Local AM sees tourism 
potential in story of 
Llangeinor intellectual 


SHADOW Welsh 
Culture Minister 
Suzy Davies is 
backing attempts to 
get the home of a 
Welsh intellectual 
giant preserved for 
posterity. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative 
Regional AM for South 
Wales West, met Martyn 
Hooper, chairman of the 
Richard Price Society, to 
discuss the future of 
Tynton Farm in 
Llangeinor, which is the 
birthplace of the 18th 
century radical and 
thinker. 

The farm is up for 
sale at the moment, and 
the newly-formed socie¬ 
ty would like to see it 
turned into a heritage 


centre devoted to the 
memory of Dr Price, 
who was a first cousin of 
Ann Thomas, the Maid 
of Cefn Ydfa. 

Mr Hooper, who did a 
masters’ degree on Dr 
Price and is from the 
Garw, said that the soci¬ 
ety was formed in March 
after he met up with Paul 
Frame of Swansea, who 
has carried out research 
into Dr Price and has 
recently published a 
book on him. 

“We formed the soci¬ 
ety from 10 people who 
turned up to a meeting 
we called at 
Llangeinor,” he said. 

“We have held some 
public lectures on a man 
who supported the 
Americans in their War 
of Independence and 
was awarded the first 


doctorate ever given by 
Yale University. 

“George Washington 
was given the second.” 

Dr Price was also the 
founder of life insur¬ 
ance, drawing up the 
first actuarial tables 
upon which life insur¬ 
ance has been based 
since. 

Mr Hooper added: 
“Dr Price’s pamphlets 
outsold Tom Paine’s The 
Rights of Man by 40 to 
one. 

“He was a hugely 
influential figure 

throughout Britain and 
indeed, the world, and 
his contribution to the 
Enlightenment was 
immense.” 

Suzy Davies said that 
Dr Price was unknown 
to many people in 
Wales. 


Patch the Dragon 
warns of dangers 
of smoking in cars

FAMILIES visiting Porthcawl 
have been urged to “make a 
fresh start”, after the Fresh 
Start Wales team visited Coney 
Beach with its character ‘Patch 
the dragon’. 

Fresh Start Wales is the Welsh 
Government’s campaign to reduce 
children’s exposure to second-hand 
smoke in the car, and has been touring 
Wales to share its message with the 
wider community. 

Fresh Start Wales’ final event of the 
summer was held on the seafront in 
Porthcawl, where the team handed out 
buckets, spades and beach balls to chil¬ 
dren with mascot Patch the Dragon on 
hand to have his photo taken. 

The stand also featured a giant bal¬ 
loon car, while an entertainer sculpted 
balloon cars to order. 

Meanwhile, the Fresh Start Wales 
team offered CO and lung life testing 
for parents, encouraging them to 
pledge to make their car a family car 
by keeping it smoke-free. 

Parent Rhodri Davies (37), who was 
visiting Porthcawl with his daughter, 
said: “This is a really good idea which 
gets people interacting about smoking 
in cars in a fun and positive way - and 
it seems to be working, as people are 
listening. 

“I’ve learned about smoking in cars 
and about giving up smoking, too. I do 
smoke in the car, but I didn’t know 
how much the smoke stays in the car - 
in the seats and the roof. It’s right that 


we shouldn’t smoke in cars, but now I 
do want to give up altogether.” 

Meanwhile, sisters Jessica and 
Kayleigh Simkins, aged six and seven, 
and cousin Ieuan Davies, three, not 
only met Patch the Dragon but had the 
opportunity to make sandcastles with 
him on the beach. 

Kayleigh said: “I liked meeting 
Patch, he was a lot of fun. Smoking 
isn’t very good, it can turn your lungs 
bad - and it’s disgusting.” 

Fresh Start Wales was launched to 
encourage parents and caregivers to 
stop smoking in their cars while trans¬ 
porting children. Research shows that 
children who breathe in second-hand 
cigarette smoke have an increased risk 
of developing respiratory infections, 
middle ear disease and asthma. 

It has also indicated that second¬ 
hand smoke can even lead to serious 
illnesses such as meningitis and babies 
face an increased risk of cot death. 

Almost all of the cigarette smoke is 
invisible and doesn’t have a smell, so 
parents who smoke in their cars can be 
exposing their children to harm with¬ 
out realising it. It can even linger in the 
atmosphere for up to two hours after a 
cigarette is extinguished, and can be 
absorbed into the seat lining and car¬ 
pets of family cars.

“I learned nothing 
about him in school,” 
she said.

become a centre devoted 
to him because of his 
importance to both 
American and British 
history. 

“I support plans to 
establish a heritage cen¬ 
tre devoted to him, cou¬ 
pled with a residential 
study centre which 
could be very viable if 
linked to Welsh univer¬ 
sities.” 

Mr Hooper said that 
the society has 
approached Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council about purchas¬ 
ing the farm, which is 
privately owned and on 


sale for £350,000. 

“We would like to see 
the council purchase the 
property and allow us to 
run it,” he said. 

“The will is there but 
money is the problem. 
We have also spoken to 
the National Trust and 
Cadw.” 

Mrs Davies, who is 
also Shadow Tourism 
Minister, said that the 
tourism potential of 
Tynton was enormous.

Wartime 

arsenal 

THE arsenal in 
Bridgend was one of 
the largest munitions 
factories in the UK 
during World War 
Two, and on comple¬ 
tion in 1940, it 
employed approxi¬ 
mately 40,000 work¬ 
ers. 

A number of people 
lost their lives in muni¬ 
tions factories while 
packing shells with high 
explosives and handling 
toxic chemicals. In 
Bridgend alone, 22 peo¬ 
ple were killed through 
explosions, and many 
more lost limbs or were 
blinded. 

The workers, mostly 
young women, were 
conscripted during the 
war from large areas 
throughout south Wales. 

In acknowledgment 
of the outstanding effort 
these people put into 
helping win the war, the 
Royal British Legion is 
allocating places for 
these workers to take 
part in the parade to the 
Cenotaph in London 
this November. 

Ogmore MP Huw 
Irranca-Davies, chair¬ 
man of the all-party 
group on munitions 
workers, is interested in 
obtaining names of 
workers who would be 
available to take part in 
the parade.

Passengers left stranded as train 
‘fails to show up’ (again) at Maesteg 


SHADOW Welsh 
Transport Minister 
Byron Davies is to 
contact Arriva 
Trains Wales after 
passengers were 
again left stranded 
in Maesteg when 
their train failed to 
turn up. 

About 20 people 
waiting for the 2.15pm 
train to Cardiff last 
Friday were left high 
and dry. 

The information 
board at the station 
flashed out the words 
“on time”, which led 
would-be passengers to 
believe that the train 
would arrive at any 
minute. But as time 
wore on it failed to 
arrive, and a check by 
phone with Arriva 
revealed that it had, in 
fact, been terminated at 
Tondu. 

Rachel Isaac of 
Llwydarth Road, 
Maesteg, was among 
those waiting for the 
train in Maesteg: “It’s 
appalling service from 
Arriva,” she said. “We 
were all standing there 
like lemons waiting for 
a train that did not turn 
up. I tried to use the 
passenger information 
point but it was broken 


and the orange sign kept 
flashing the message 
that the train was on 
time. 

“At the very least, 
the sign should have 
shown that the train had 
terminated in Tondu. As 
there is only one train 
an hour from Maesteg, 
this meant a long delay. 
Lots of people just gave 
up while others had to 
hang around.” 

Mr Davies has 
already written to 
Arriva about trains 
being terminated at 
Tondu and was assured 
by commercial director 
Mike Bagshow in a let¬ 
ter last November that 
such incidences were 
“rare”. 

Mr Davies said that 
he was angry and con¬ 
cerned at the latest 
incident. 

He said: “Apart from 
the people left stranded 
in the stations at 
Maesteg, Ewenny Road 
and Garth - the three 
stations further up the 
line from Tondu - there 
was also another group 
of passengers travelling 
to Maesteg who were 
dumped at Tondu when 
the train terminated. 

“They, too, either had 
to wait for the next train 
an hour later, or try and 


make their own way as 
best they could to 
Maesteg. 

“This is no way to 
run a railway. I will be 
asking Arriva exactly 
why this train was ter¬ 
minated. I have been 
told by regular passen¬ 
gers in Maesteg that it 
is done if trains are run¬ 
ning late and they wish 
to get the service back 
on schedule. 

“But that’s no 
excuse. Simply aban¬ 
doning people and turn¬ 
ing the train around is 
not good enough. 

“The Welsh 

Government is trying to 
get people to dump their 
cars and use public 
transport. But there’s fat 
chance of that if people 
cannot rely on the trains 
turning up, especially 
when it is an hourly 
service. If there was a 
train every 15 minutes it 
would not be so bad. 

“People relying on 
the train to get to work 
in Cardiff are being 
very badly let down by 
Arriva. I am also con¬ 
cerned that they are 
doing it because once 
they reach Tondu, the 
train counts as having 
completed its journey 
although it has done 
nothing of the sort. 


“I will be writing to 
the Minister to point out 
that Arriva is massaging 
its figures to make it 
appear that it is hitting 
the target of completed 
train journeys laid down 
in performance indica¬ 
tors by the Welsh 
Government when it is 
doing no such thing.” 

Mr Davies said that 
until the Rail Bus was 
scrapped by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council earlier in the 
year, people waiting to 
catch the train were 
picked up by the bus 
and taken down to 
Tondu to meet the train. 

“The situation was 
much better when we 
had the rail bus,” he 
said. “The driver would 
get a message to say 
that the train was termi¬ 
nating in Tondu and he 
would take everyone 
waiting at the three sta¬ 
tions in Maesteg down 
to Tondu to get on the 
train there. 

“He would also bring 
back all the people who 
were dumped at Tondu. 
At least, passengers still 
had some service.” 

Mr Davies recently 
contacted BCBC to urge

Louise Fradd, Corporate 
Director of 
Communities, that the 
reduction in the level of 
the Local Transport 
Subsidy from the Welsh 
Government had 
increased pressure on 
council budgets in rela¬ 
tion to bus services, and 
it was decided to axe 
the rail link bus because 
fewer people were 
affected by that. 

Mr Davies said he 
was concerned that 
Arriva were saying that 
train terminations at 
Tondu were rare events. 

“I have a different 
definition of the word 
rare to that used by 
Arriva,” he said. “I have 
been told of a number 
of terminations - three 
within the first week 
that the rail bus was 
scrapped. 

“I understand that 
BCBC was in a difficult 
financial position and 
that, in fact, the use of 
the bus to ferry passen¬ 
gers around was actual¬ 
ly done on a goodwill 
basis only and was not 
part of its original remit 
which was to bring peo¬ 
ple from Caerau and 
Nantyffylon to and from 
the rail station in 
Maesteg. 

“I accept the point 
made by BCBC that the 
funding of these rail 
buses should be treated 
by the Welsh 
Government as part of 
the rail franchise and 
funded as part of that. 

“This would remove 
the problem at a stroke, 
especially as five rail 


link buses have been 
axed in south Wales this 
year - to the detriment 
of the railways. 

“What is the point of 
the West mi nster 
Government paying to 
electrify the Maesteg 
line as part of its £2 bil¬ 
lion programme if 
Arriva is undermining it 
by terminating trains at 
Tondu? 

“I am concerned that 
they are doing it far too 
easily - it feels like it’s 
the first resort rather 
than the last one. It’s as 
if nobody gives a damn 
about passengers travel¬ 
ling to and from the 
upper Llynfi Valley and 
that’s not good 
enough.” 

Mr Davies will also 
raise the need for accu¬ 
rate travel information 
to be available at sta¬ 
tions along the Maesteg 
line, and for people to 
be warned if trains were 
terminating. He also 
wants the passenger 
information point at 
Maesteg repaired. 

A spokesperson for 
Arriva Trains Wales told 
The GEM: “The 
1.18pm Cardiff to 
Maesteg service did 
experience engine prob¬ 
lems on route, and at 
Tondu, the engine com¬ 
pletely failed when it 
was decided to cancel 
the service. 

“Such train failures 
are rare, and Arriva 
Trains Wales apologises 
for the inconvenience 
this caused to passen¬ 
gers using the line.”

Sentence 
adjourned 
for Kenfig 
Hill man

SENTENCE has 
been adjourned at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court on a 27-year- 
old Kenfig Hill man 
who committed a sex 
offence. 

Alexander Clarke, of 
Crofft Goch Gardens, 
admitted a charge of sexu¬ 
al assault at Porthcawl on 
a girl under 14. 

Clarke, who had once 
been nominated as a 
Welsh School’s Sports 
Coach of the Year, had 
appeared before Vale 
magistrates who commit¬ 
ted the case to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

Judge David Wyn 
Morgan said that since the 
offence, which took place 
several years ago, Clarke 
had been a person of 
exemplary character. 

The Judge said he had 
been provided with only a 
committal certificate, and 


nothing else. 

However, the pre-sen¬ 
tence report raised matters 
which caused “some con¬ 
siderable anxiety”. 

The girl said incidents 
occurred six times; Clarke 
said there had been only 
one incident. 

Plainly, said the Judge, 
this would affect the sen¬ 
tence and there was also a 
victim impact statement 
which indicated that the 
effect of what occurred 
had been “catastrophic” 
on the victim. 

The magistrates, he 
said, should have commit¬ 
ted the case for trial, but 
no-one knew exactly what 
had occurred and matters 
appeared to be unhelpful 
to the victim and the 
defendant. 

He said he wanted fur¬ 
ther enquiries to be made 
and released Clarke on 
bail.

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Man spared jail after attack 


VIOLENCE broke out in Pyle 
Rugby Football Club when a 
man struck a member with a 
chair. 

Lee Jones suffered injuries which 
needed eight stitches. 

Dean Hampton (44), a man with no 
previous convictions, of Albion Place, 
Kenfig Hill, admitted a charge of 
wounding. 

He was sentenced to eight months 
imprisonment, suspended for a year, 
ordered to carry out 100 hours unpaid 


work and ordered to pay Mr Jones 
£1,000 compensation. 

Judge Patrick Curran told him: “It is 
a great shame to see a man of your age 
and of excellent character before the 
court for so serious an offence. 

“Striking a blow with a weapon, 
such as a chair, in licensed premises, is 
plainly so serious that only a custodial 
sentence can be justified.” 

But he said there were circum¬ 
stances which justified suspending the 
sentence. 


Jail sentence for 
Bettws burglar 


A BURGLAR locked himself in 
the bathroom after “barging” 
his way into a house in 
Bridgend. 

Natalie Floyd later confronted 23- 
year-old David Shears, who dragged 
her down a flight of stairs. 

Shears, an unemployed mechanic, 
of Heol Dewi Sant, Bettws, Bridgend, 
admitted a charge of burglary and was 
also in breach of a conditional dis¬ 
charge for shoplifting and failing to 
surrender when on bail. 

He was said to have three previous 
convictions for burglary and was jailed 
for a total of three-and-a-half years. 

Judge Patrick Curran said: “You 
selected valuable property to remove 
and you stacked it up. There was a 
scuffle with the householder, who suf¬ 
fered slight injuries. Many rooms were 
searched, and you were on licence for 
a previous offence.” 

Prosecutor John Probert said that on 
June 19, Miss Floyd returned to her 
home at Heol Nant-y-Felin, Wildmill, 


and noticed a bicycle which didn’t 
belong to her in the garden. 

On the top of her stairs was a televi¬ 
sion set. 

She became aware of someone in 
the bathroom and discovered the door 
was locked. 

Shears then emerged and she recog¬ 
nised him. She grabbed him, and he 
said: “Woah, it’s Shears.” 

He had a glove on one hand, and a 
sock on the other. 

He dragged Miss Floyd down the 
stairs, but before he got away, she 
struck him in the mouth. 

He was arrested that evening and 
said he had stolen a watch. 

It was obvious, said Mr Probert, that 
he had made preparations to take a 
large amount of property. 

His counsel, James Evans, said: “He 
has been addicted to heroin, which is 
his prime problem. He is now begin¬ 
ning to realise how pernicious a sub¬ 
stance it is. 

“I concede his record is disgraceful, 
but he is not a hopeless case.” 


There was, he said, his good charac¬ 
ter and there was a single blow when 
he was the worse for drink. 

Hampton himself thought he was 
being threatened. 

“I have been told that Mr Jones 
accepts your apologies and regards the 
matter as in the past and to be forgot¬ 
ten.” 

The Judge said the recurrence of 
such behaviour was unlikely. 

Prosecutor Muhu Gobir said the 
attack occurred on July 9 at Pyle RFC. 

Hampton and Mr Jones were there 
and had known each other for 20 years. 


Initially, nothing occurred, but there 
was a dispute and it became noted that 
there was some bad blood between the 
defendant and another man. 

At one point Mr Jones spoke to 
Hampton who then picked up a chair 
with two hands to shoulder height and 
smashed it over his head, causing a 
wound which bled heavily. 

Police arrested Hampton at the club, 
and he said: “I had to do it.” He later 
said he had ‘not done anything wrong.” 

Hampton, who didn’t sustain any 
injury, later said he could not remem¬ 
ber what happened. 


Last chance given to 
Brackla drugs dealer 


A DRUG dealer has been 
warned at Cardiff Crown 
Court that if he commits 
another similar offence, he will 
be heading for prison. 

Alan Davies, 35, was described by 
Judge Eleri Rees as “a small time 
street dealer motivated by financial 
advantage.” 

Davies pleaded guilty to possessing 
cannabis with intent to supply and 
possessing steroids. 

Davies, of Oak Tree Court, 
Brackla, was jailed for nine months, 
suspended for a year, made subject to 
a year’s supervision and to observe a 
12-week curfew from 7pm-7am 
involving electronic tagging. 

Said the Judge: “Drug dealers go to 
prison. I warn you now, commit 
another such offence within 12 
months and you go to prison.” 

Prosecutor John Warren said that 
the offences came to light on March 


25 when police forcibly entered a flat 
in Maes Dewi Pritchard, Bridgend. 

They found quantities of cannabis, 
steroids and £210 in cash. 

Davies’ mobile phones were 
analysed and involved conversations 
indicating drug dealing. 

He was said to have convictions for 
47 offences, including wounding, for 
which he received four years, causing 
actual bodily harm, burglary and driv¬ 
ing while disqualified, plus shoplift¬ 
ing. 

His barrister, Alex Greenwood, said 
Davies was a heroin user and he sold 
cannabis to fund the habit. 

“He has been totally candid with 
the Probation Service and by his 
guilty plea.

The politics of personality 


T HE idea that 
there are two 
kinds of 

British citizens, one 
lot born to rule and 
one lot born to be 
ruled, has been a 
favourite with 
Conservative voters 
for 200 years. 

The suggestion of Lib 
Dems about the House 
of Lords - democratic 
voting for all those who 
wield power in the land 
- is quite unacceptable 
to Tories. 

While pretending to 
accept democracy as the 
only possible justifica¬ 
tion for political power, 
they have fought a rear¬ 
guard action against it, 
until recently, when they 


discovered a form of 
democracy which suits 
them perfectly - 
celebrity elections. 

This exactly fits the 
politics of Mr David 
Cameron, as a form of 
celebrity populism, 
rather than democracy - 
that the citizens will vote 
for some TV soap per¬ 
sonality or perhaps 
Olympic athlete, or 
Joanna Lumley or Ester 
Rantzen, to become the 
appointed mayor of a 
city, or police commis¬ 
sioner. 

This is personality 
politics taken to a new 
level, supported by the 
media, who never dis¬ 
cuss the principles of 
political parties, and 
rarely even their poli¬ 


cies, but only the per¬ 
sonalities. 

The Coalition’s eco¬ 
nomic policies are 
destroying our country, 
but TV comment is only 
about ‘Osborne’s 
Obstinacy’, as if the 
responsibility was only 
one man’s. 

As time advances, we 
are going backwards to a 
new form of autocratic 
feudalism.

Bridgend. 

The Cardiff 

Metropolitan University 
(CMU) student spoke of 
performing in front of a 
home crowd, describing 
the performance as 
“unreal”. 

He said: “I couldn’t 
hear myself think. I 
don’t think they even 
knew who I was, but 
because I was compet¬ 
ing for GB they went 
wild. 

“There wasn’t one 
hair not standing up on 
the back of my neck. I 
was so pumped up and 
the adrenaline overtook 
everything. I had to pull 
back to around 75 per 
cent because I felt like I 
was losing control.” 

The accolades have 
been pouring in for 
Aled since his medal 
win. 

Sport Wales Chair, 
Professor Laura 
McAllister, said: “We 
have known of Aled’s 
talent for some time 
here in Wales, but he 
has well and truly 
announced himself to 
the world in these 
Paralympic Games. 

“This gold medal, to 
add to his previous 
bronze, is a tremendous 
achievement, and we 
are immensely proud of 
him.” 

BCBC leader, Coun 
Mel Nott, added his 
praise to Aled’s 
achievement in a letter 
to The GEM. 

He said: “The efforts 
of Aled and his fellow 
Paralympians are an 
inspiration. We must 
recognise the hard work 
that each and every 
competitor puts in, 
regardless of the result.” 

And Dave Cobner, 
the Dean of the Cardiff 
School of Sport at 
CMU, where Aled stud¬ 
ies, beamed: “Aled’s 
gold medal success is a 
tremendous achieve¬ 


ment and he has the 
warm congratulations of 
everybody connected 
with the university.” 

Yet Aled was not the 
only Bridgend 
Paralympian on the 
podium this week. Table 
tennis star Paul Davies 
(45) also took a singles 
bronze for Team GB by 
defeating world number 
four Lee Chang Ho of 
Korea. 

Davies missed three 
match points before 
completing the victory 
on the fourth attempt, 
and he too praised the 
crowd in driving him 
home. 

He said: “To have 
that crowd in a bronze 
medal match was unbe¬ 
lievable. 

“I hope I’ve inspired 
the younger generation 
who have got disabili¬ 
ties. There is sport out 
there for every disabili¬ 
ty, and if you pick the 
right one and work hard 
enough, maybe they 
will be sitting where I 
am in Rio in four years’ 
time.” 

Bridgend swimmer 
Rhiannon Henry (25) 
came agonisingly close 
to her third Paralympic 
bronze medal in the 
final of the S13 
Freestyle. 

She finished just one 
tenth of a second out¬ 
side the medal places, 
while she also placed 
seventh in the final of 
the S13 50m Freestyle a 
day earlier. 

Porthcawl’s Morgyn 
Peters (16), posted a 
commendable fifth- 
placed finish in the final 
of the S9 100m back- 
stroke. 

Stephen Thomas 

(35), another Bridgend 
Paralympian, is part of 
the British Sonar sailing 
team that has so far fin¬ 
ished fourth in three of 
their races. 

Bridgend’s Keryn 
Seal (30) was part of 
Team GB’s five-a-side 
football team that held 
Argentina to a 0-0 draw 
in their opening fixture.

Adams, he said, had never said sorry personally, 
though he had written him a letter. 

Earlier, defence counsel Jeremy Jenkins said: 
“Adams has a realistic attitude to what the sentence 
will be. He acknowledges his driving fell well 
below required standards.” 

People who knew him, he said, spoke highly of 
him. 

“The shame he has brought on himself and his 
family lies heavily, and it will continue, especially 
in a close-knit community such as the Vale. It is 
unlikely he will drive on a public road again. 

“This is a day to be remembered by him and his 
family.”

WINNERS OF AWARDS FOR WILDLIFE 
ANNOUNCED AT THE VALE SHOW 


THE winners of the 
Awards for Wildlife 
competition were pre¬ 
sented with their tro¬ 
phies at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Show. 

CLASS I: Projects by 
schools, colleges or other 
education centres: 1st - 
Cadoxton Nursery School; 
2nd - Bute Cottage Nursery 
School; 3rd - Cogan 
Nursery School. Highly 
commended - All Saints 
C/W Primary School. 

The judge commented: 
“All entries deserved a spe¬ 
cial congratulation this 
year, not only for providing 
fantastic havens for 
wildlife, but also for coping 
so admirably with the dis¬ 
mal summer. The unseason¬ 
able rain and wind is hav¬ 
ing such a damaging impact 
on native wildlife, making 
the school ground nature 
reserves even more impor¬ 
tant for wildlife. 

“Many schools visited 
demonstrated how they 
have made the very most of 
their space for wildlife and 
outdoor learning, whilst 
other grounds showed great 


opportunity and ambition, 
which is very encouraging. 

“It is very rewarding 
when judging school 
grounds to see past recom¬ 
mendations being put into 
practice and so happily 
adopted by schools and 
their pupils. 

The dedication of staff 
to create and maintain 
these wildlife areas is 
paving the way for a 
brighter, where wildlife and 
wildlife habitats is truly 
appreciated. 

“All entries should be 
very proud of the nature 
reserves they have created 
in their school grounds and 
the conservation work they 
have done for local wildlife 
in the Vale of Glamorgan.” 
Cadoxton 

Nursery 

“The school stood out 
this year for the way in 
which they have utilised all 
aspects of the school 
grounds to create habitats 
for wildlife and opportuni¬ 
ties for children to learn 
about wildlife. 

“Wildlife and wildlife 
habitats on the school 


grounds are part of every¬ 
day children’s activities, 
which was clearly demon¬ 
strated on the day. 
Enthusiastic and eager chil¬ 
dren were able to identify 
various invertebrates and 
showed real delight in find¬ 
ing new species and learn¬ 
ing about them. 

“Important wildlife habi¬ 
tats such as ponds, dense 
scrub and woodland have 
been connected to each 
other by hedgerows and 
rough grassland areas, 
which are providing even 
more habitat and helping 
invertebrates move around 
the school grounds more 
freely and in turn provide 
food for other wildlife such 
as hedgehogs and breeding 
birds. 

“Breeding birds and 
invertebrates will also bene¬ 
fit considerably by the large 
area of bramble scrub, 
which is allowed to 
encroach into the play area 
from the adjacent land. 
Often bramble scrub is the 
first habitat to disappear 
because it looks too 
unsightly. Here, bramble is 
actively encouraged and 


used as part of everyday 
learning and accepted and 
important habitat. 

“As well as natural and 
created habitats the school 
has numerous other fea¬ 
tures, including nest boxes, 
log piles and bug hotels, 
which children helped cre¬ 
ate provide important tools 
to learning about wildlife. 

“Of particular interest 
has been the creation of the 
small meadow to the front 
of the school, where longer 
grass and other flowering 
plants have been allowed to 
flourish and goes to further 
demonstrate how the school 
is an excellent example of 
what can be achieved in a 
relatively small urban 
area.” 

CLASS 2: Projects by 
voluntary groups or indus¬ 
trial or commercial busi¬ 
ness, including farms: 
Winner - Cwmtalwg 
Woodlands Residents 
Association. 

“I was very impressed 
with this magnificent wood¬ 
land site when I first 
judged the competition in 
2010.1 placed the 
Cwmtalwg Woodlands 


Residents Group first then 
and I have no hesitation in 
doing so again in 2012. 

“Unfortunately, time was 
against us once again and it 
was not possible to visit all 
three elements of the 
woods. However, it is still 
clear that the Cwmtalwg 
Woodlands Residents 
Group (CWRG) has put 
both community utility and 
wildlife at the very heart of 
their activities. 

“Community involve¬ 
ment and engagement with¬ 
in the woodland reserve is 
evident and was perfectly 
illustrated by the anecdote 
of how part of the wood¬ 
land’s path network was 
rerouted to better reflect 
the needs and use by the 
local community, while the 
former route was left to re¬ 
colonise naturally. The 
wood’s wildlife has benefit¬ 
ed through the maintenance 
and encouragement of nat¬ 
ural diversity rather than 
“gardening”. 

“The CWRG do an 
excellent job that I hope 
continues long into the 
future,” the judge conclud¬ 
ed. 
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Stiller and Vaughn’s comedy 
is hardly worth Watch-ing 


A liens are 
invariably a 
tough little 
race. In the last 12 
months they've 
fought with cow¬ 
boys, torn Michael 
Fassbender's head 
clean off and bat¬ 
tled against the 
might of the 
Avengers; but they 
are still coming 
back for more. 

This time, though, 
they may have bitten 
off more than they can 
chew in the shape of a 
neighbourhood watch 
team! 

In The Watch, Ben 
Stiller, Jonah Hill, 

Vince Vaughn and 
Britain's own Richard 
Ayoade are the titular 
group, formed to give 
them something to do 
in their sleepy suburb. 
However, the group 
may be humanity's last 
hope when they find 
themselves matched up 
against some visitors 
from outer space who 
are anything but friend¬ 
ly... 

Chances are if 
you’ve seen any come¬ 
dy film starring either 
Ben Stiller, Vince 
Vaughn or Jonah Hill in 
the last two years then 
The Watch will hardly 
take you by surprise; 
throw in a tired plot 
about alien invasion 


and a bunch of well- 
intentioned, if misguid¬ 
ed, individuals trying to 
stop it and it will take 
you even less by sur¬ 
prise, the film feeling 
like a tired, seen-it-all- 
before piece that offers 
very little in the way of 
freshness or cutting 
edge. 

Given that the film 
was written by Seth 
Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg (behind the 
likes of Superbad and 
Pineapple Express) 
along with Jared Stern, 
you would expect the 
film to be hugely funny 
while harking back to 
the staple genres that 
they grew up with, 
much like their previ¬ 
ous work; however 
save for a few moments 
that raise laughs, you 
will be unmoved by the 
comedy on show, the 
gags lazily written and 
unfocused. 

The cast were seem¬ 
ingly also allowed to 
improvise on set but 
that heralds even less 
comedy gold, the stars 
simply rehashing their 
public personas on the 
screen, all too familiar 
to fans of their work, 
while newcomer 
Ayoade, while certainly 
an amusing performer, 
simply resorts to the 
same basic level as his 
co-stars. 

The performances 
are no better with all of 


the stars delivering the 
most perfunctory of 
turns brought back 
from past glories - 
Stiller echoing his 
Night At The Museum 
character, Vaughn echo¬ 
ing his turn in Old 
School and Hill return¬ 
ing to his role in 27 
Jump Street. 

A Saturday Night 
Live alumnus, Akiva 
Schaffer, takes the 
director’s chair for the 
first time since the hid¬ 
den gem that is Hot 
Rod, but while the 
budget is bigger, the 
direction is weaker. 
Certainly he throws in 
some nice visual tics 
and doesn’t show a lack 
of confidence in terms 
of using the budget, but 
it feels a little under¬ 
done stylistically. 

His handle of come¬ 
dy direction works 
despite the shortcom¬ 
ings of the cast, but the 
scale of the film isn’t 
emphasized by the 
director. 

The overwhelming 
feeling of The Watch is 
that of talented people 
pooling their resources 
to make something to 
satisfy themselves 
rather than the audi¬ 
ence. Certainly some 
people may find the 
film funny and enjoy 
watching the cast riff 
on their personas, but it 
all feels incredibly 
tired, lazy and lacklus-

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


Ramblers enjoy the sights 
and sounds of village life 


A UGUST Bank Holiday was rained 
off, so the planned walk by 
Penarth and District Ramblers 
took place one day later, when six walk¬ 
ers joined Joy at Rhoose railway station 
before they headed inland through 
Rhoose village and around the western 
side of Cardiff International Airport to 
reach the Highwayman Inn. 

By lane and harvested fields, they passed under 
the B4265 towards Penmark and had to be very 
careful not to tread on a variety of chickens that 
were running freely along the footpath before 
heading downhill through the boggy River 
Waycock valley to Pen-onn, which was the birth¬ 
place of Iolo Morgannwg or Ned of Glamorgan, 
famed for the part he played in Welsh literature and 
the revival of Bardic traditions leading to what has 
become the National Eisteddfod. 

Reaching Llancarfan via a quiet lane, they 
enjoyed morning coffee at the pretty St Cadoc’s 
Church before going inside. After King Henry 
VI11 split with Rome, Papal influence was 
frowned upon and in order to encourage Protestant 
reform, all decorative pictures of culture and belief 
were, by order of the King, whitewashed out. 

With care and patience, ochre wall paintings 
were discovered under at least 20 layers of white¬ 
wash inside the church and are extremely beautiful. 

Having walked along beside the Nant Llancarfan 
River with its pretty ford, the group climbed up 
through fields, past the new green-roofed anaerobic 
digester and made their way to Llanbethery which 
consists of one main road and is situated on a 
plateau between the Thaw and Nant Llancarfan 
valleys. 

Some old stone stiles and fields still containing 
crops were navigated before the group reached 
Llancadle for a well-earned lunch in glorious warm 
sunshine. 

A path led upwards through Castle Wood to 
Fonmon estate land which had been cleared fol¬ 
lowing the recent Vale Show and having passed the 
duck pond at Fonmon, the group headed down to 
the coast via the thatched Blue Anchor which has 


been an inn since 1380. 

There were Roman settlements along this coast¬ 
line, but during the 16th century a small thriving 
harbour was in evidence at Aberthaw which no 
doubt was involved in the smuggling trade that was 
rife along the Bristol Channel. 

The course of the River Thaw, that passes 
between east and west Aberthaw, was changed 
when Aberthaw Power Station was built during the 
1960s. 

Circumnavigating the lake at Pleasant Harbour, 
the group paused on the Wales coast path by the 
sea defence wall for refreshments and gazed at the 
salt lagoons and across to the hazy Somerset coast¬ 
line. 

Avoiding the temptation to stay, they crossed the 
salt flats, ascended cliff steps to Fontygary Caravan 
Park and made their return past the old limestone 
quarry and fields at Rhoose Point after passing 
through a total of seven villages.

Remove from the 
heat, and stir in oat 
flakes, apricots and 
toasted coconut until 
well combined. Pour 
the mixture into 
greaseproof lined tray 
(approximately 
23x32cm). 

Bake at 150/gas 
mark 3 for 20-25 min¬ 
utes. 

Pineapple and car¬ 
rot cake with cream 
cheese frosting: 
Ingredients: 

225ml sunflower 
oil; 275g soft brown 
sugar; one vanilla 
pod; four medium 
eggs; 300g plain 
flour; two teaspoons 
bicarbonate of soda; 
two teaspoons ground 
cinnamon; three 
medium carrots, 
peeled and grated; 
425g fresh crushed 
pineapple; lOOg sul¬ 
tanas. 



For the frosting: six 
tablespoons cream 
cheese; 75g butter, 
softened; 200g icing 
sugar. 

Method: 

Heat the oven to 
180/Gas mark 4. 
Grease and line a 
shallow baking tray 
(approximately 
23x32cm). 

Put the eggs, oil, 
brown sugar and 
vanilla into a large 
mixing bowl and 
break the eggs with a 
whisk. 

Sift in the flour, 
bicarbonate of soda 
and cinnamon. Stir 
well with a wooden 
spoon. 

Mix in the grated 
carrots, sultanas and 
pineapple. Pour into 
the baking tray and 
level out. Bake for 45 
minutes to one hour. 

For the cream 
cheese frosting com¬ 
bine the cheese, soft¬ 
ened butter and icing 
sugar to a smooth 
consistency.

CAB calls for help over 
expensive school uniforms 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Citizens Advice 
Bureau says that 
cash-strapped local 
parents are being 
put under pressure 
by school uniform 
policies. 

The organisation says 
that too many schools 
still insist that uniform 
items can only be 
bought from an exclu¬ 
sive supplier, instead of 
letting parents take 
advantage of cheaper 
deals from supermarkets 
and high street chains. 

The CAB says that 
some even compel par¬ 
ents to buy items from 
the school itself - often 


at twice the price they 
might pay for the same 
clothing elsewhere - 
with profits going 
towards school funds. 

The chief executive 
of Vale of Glamorgan 
CAB, Jane Clay, said: 
“As hundreds of young 
people prepare to return 
to school this 
September, we’re seeing 
more and more families 
struggling with how 
they are going to cope 
with the high costs of 
school uniforms and kit. 

“In such economical¬ 
ly pressured times, 
schools should help 
struggling families keep 
costs down. 

“We want schools to 
make uniforms avail¬ 
able from a wide selec- 


Reader’s vision for 
Cemetery Approach 


T O my knowl¬ 
edge, the 
public open 
space at Cemetery 
Approach has been 
ignored and neg¬ 
lected for at least 
the last 35 to 40 
years, and now the 
Vale council is ask¬ 
ing people to put 
their suggestions 
forward for this 
sensitive area. 

I strongly suggest that 
we are being guided into 
the idea of transforming 
the eastern side of 
Cemetery Approach into 
allotments (even by our 
local councillors of 
Gibbonsdown). This will 
not only cost the council 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, it is sacrilege in 
this day and age to cut 
down over 100 healthy 
trees. 

Where would the 
allotment holders park, 
as there are no parking 
areas for the present 
allotment holders? 

Steps should be taken 
to improve the natural 
beauty of this special 
area, and to protect the 
local wildlife that has 
made this area their 
home over the years of 
our neglect. This 
includes 14 species of 
birds (including bats) 


and frogs, toads, newts 
and slow worms (a pro¬ 
tected species) just to 
name a few. 

The eastern side of 
Cemetery Approach 
should be converted into 
a unique urban wildlife 
centre, with pathways 
and benches around the 
area, bird nest boxes fit¬ 
ted to trees, and a 
wildlife pond in the cen¬ 
tre. 

Selected shrubs and 
bushes would supply the 
birds with food through¬ 
out the seasons. 

A wildlife centre 
could be open to the 
public and provide edu¬ 
cational opportunities for 
local schools. 

On Cemetery 
Approach roadway, the 
missing trees in the cen¬ 
tre of the road should be 
replaced, and there 
should be raised flower 
beds surrounding the 
trees. 

The south side of 
Cemetery Approach 
should be a garden of 
remembrance with open 
spaces, benches and 
flowering shrubs and 
bushes, with the possi¬ 
bility of a cafeteria or 
florist on the comer 
opposite the cemetery 
gates. This area could be 
overseen by the ceme¬ 
tery staff.

cent are not. 

The Citizens Advice 
Adding Up campaign 
shows how schools can 
help families by follow¬ 
ing five recession-bust¬ 
ing tips: 

# Make sure uni¬ 
forms are available 
from a range of outlets 
rather than one sole 
supplier. 

• Offer sew-on 
badges that can be put 
on plain clothing. 


• Encourage recy¬ 
cling or swap schemes. 

• Go for colours that 
can be carried over 
from one school to the 
next. 

• Appoint a gover¬ 
nor to keep a check on 
the affordability of 
parental expenditure. 

Jane Clay added: 
“Vale of Glamorgan 
CAB saw a parent 
recently who, with five 
dependent children, 
could not afford to pay 
for her child’s school 
uniform. 

“Although the family 
are in receipt of a low 
income, they did not 
qualify for the Welsh 
Assembly grant avail¬ 
able. Even if they had, 
the grant would not 
have covered the whole 
cost of the uniform and 
would only cover her 
children when they 
transferred schools.”

MOTORING WITH TIM SAUNDERS 


‘I was swayed 
over to white’ by 
Renault Megane 



The Renault Megane Hatch looks great in white. 


I ’VE never real¬ 
ly been a fan of 
white cars 
because they look 
bland and quickly 
get dirty - but 
when I took deliv¬ 
ery of the Renault 
Megane Hatch GT 
Line finished in 
striking glacier 
white, I was 
swayed. 

On driving the five- 
door hatchback, other 
motorists keep a 
respectful distance. And 
then the penny drops, 
they must think it is a 
police car and, perhaps 
because I am wearing a 
blue shirt, it makes 
them think twice. 

It really is strange 
though, no undertaking, 
cutting me up or taking 
me on in the way that 
many motorists love to 
do when they see a new 
car on the road. 

The third generation 
Megane is a capable 
family hatchback, tar¬ 
geting the Ford Focus 
and Vauxhall Astra. In 
comparison to the com¬ 
petition it does have 
character, albeit in a 
clinical French sort of 
way. 

Build quality is 
strong and the black 
interior - a combination 
of cloth seats and black 
plastic - does the job 
well as you can see by 
my video at 
testdrives.biz. 

There’s plenty of 
room in the back. And 
there’s a TomTom sat 
nav fitted as standard 
for those geographically 
challenged motorists 
such as myself. 

Its six speed manual 
gearbox is a pleasure to 
use, but the vehicle 
feels as if it is a 1.6 
rather than a plucky 2- 
litre - I’ve had to check 
the spec three times to 
be certain. 

Renault has done 
away with the tradition¬ 
al handbrake - replacing 
it with a switch, in com¬ 
mon with many other 
manufacturers. 

That’s all very well, 
but hill starts always 
bother me in these cars 
as faffing about with the 
handbrake switch is not 
as quick as a standard 
handbrake and I always 
get confused whether I 
should push it down or 
pull it up - although I 
shouldn’t as it is very 
simple. What does this 
say about me? 

Then there’s the time 
it takes to engage and 
disengage. If the hand¬ 
brake switch isn’t used 
the driver has to be 
quick with the clutch 
and accelerator or risk 
rolling back into the 
inevitable vehicle 
behind. 

Equipped with a sim¬ 
ple to use cruise control, 


this petrol Megane 
returns over 50mpg or 
more than 500 miles on 
a tank. The trouble with 
the cruise control is that 
it only works reliably on 
the flat. 

I set it to 29mph 
going down a hill with a 
speed camera at the bot¬ 
tom and it actually 
reaches 41mph before I 
have to intervene. 

It doesn’t cut through 
the wind as well as 
some cars do - admit¬ 
tedly it is tested on a 
particularly windy day. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: “Renault 
caused a real stir when 
it launched the 2002 
Megane with its angular 
styling and distinctive 
rear. This new Renault 
Megane is a huge 
improvement in terms 
of interior quality, ride 
and handling, but sadly 
it lacks the same styling 
flair and looks conven¬ 
tional as a result. 

“The good news is 
that it is far better to 
drive, thanks to an 
advanced steering sys¬ 
tem, plus there’s more 
room inside. The new 
Megane is now 8kg 
lighter than its predeces¬ 
sor, even though it’s 
10cm longer. 


Aerodynamics have 
been improved and, as a 
result, C02 emissions 
have been reduced by 
between two and 
lOg/km, while fuel 
economy has improved 
by between 0.9 and 4.2 

mpg. 

“Around 12 per cent 
of the plastics used in 
the Megane’s construc¬ 
tion - an average of 
22kg - are sourced from 
recycled materials. 

“The Megane also 
has a fully galvanised 
engine sub-frame and 
wax-injected hollow 
sections, which means 
all models are sold with 
a 12-year anti-corrosion 
warranty.” 

Renault has risen to 
the challenge set by 
demanding motorists 
and produced a good 
all-round family car. 

Certainly worth con¬ 
sidering.
